“overreacting.” 

“We in Arizona have been 
more than patient waiting for 
Washington to act,” Brewer 
said after signing the law. 
“But decades of inaction and 
misguided policy have created 
a dangerous and unacceptable 
situation.” 

Obama said earlier Friday 
that he’s instructed the Justice 
Department to examine the 
Arizona bill to see if it’s 
legal, and said the federal 
government must enact 


immigration reform at the 
national level — or leave the 
door open to “irresponsibility 
by others.” 

“That includes, for example, 
the recent efforts in Arizona, 
which threaten to undermine 
basic notions of fairness that 
we cherish as Americans, 
as well as the trust between 
police and their communities 
that is so crucial to keeping 
us safe,” Obama said. 

The bill, sent to the 
Republican governor by the 
Republican-led Legislature, 
would make it a crime under 
state law to be in the country 
illegally. It would also 
require local police officers 
to question people about their 
immigration status if there 
is reason to suspect they are 
illegal immigrants. 


The bill takes effect 90 days 
after the legislative session 
ends in the next several 
weeks. 

Demonstrators have been 
camped outside the Capitol 
since the measure passed 
out of the Legislature on 
Monday. Their numbers have 
grown steadily throughout 
the week, with buses bringing 
protesters from as far away as 
Los Angeles. 

Brewer, who faces a tough 
election battle and growing 
anger in the state over illegal 
immigrants, said the law 
“protects every Arizona 
citizen.” 

Arizona has an estimated 
460,000 illegal immigrants 
and is the state with the most 
illegal border crossings, with

the harsh, remote desert 
serving as the gateway for 
thousands of Mexicans and 
Central Americans. 

U.S. Rep. Raul Grijalva, a 
Democrat who opposes the 
measure, said he was closing 
his Arizona offices at noon 
Friday after his staff in Yuma 
and Tucson were flooded 
with calls this week, some 
from people threatening 
violent acts and shouting 
racial slurs. 

The bill’s Republican sponsor, 
state Rep. Russell Pearce of 
Mesa, said Obama and other 
critics of the bill were “against 
law enforcement, our citizens 
and the rule of law.” 

Pearce said the legislation 


would remove “political 
handcuffs” from police and 
help drive illegal immigrants 
from the state. 

“Illegal is illegal,” said 
Pearce, a driving force on 
the issue in Arizona. “We’ll 
have less crime. We’ll have 
lower taxes. We’ll have safer 
neighborhoods. We’ll have 
shorter lines in the emergency 
rooms. We’ll have smaller 
classrooms.” 

Other provisions of the 
bill allow lawsuits against

Palin declined to say if she 
thinks conviction of the 22- 
year-old defendant should 
lead to prison or if community 
service would be punishment 
enough. “That’s up to the 
judge,” she said when she 
stopped to talk to reporters 
outside the courthouse. 

Former University of 
Tennessee student David 
Kernell, the 22-year-old son of 
a Democratic state lawmaker, 
is charged with hacking the 
Yahoo! e-mail account as Palin 
campaigned in 2008 as the 
Republican vice presidential 
candidate. 

Kernell faces up to 50 years 
in federal prison if convicted 
of identity theft, mail fraud 
and two other felony charges. 
His lawyer has said the case 
is a prank and Kernell had no 
criminal intent. 

Asked outside the courtroom 
if she thought the charges 
against Kernell were 
excessive, Palin said, “I don’t 
know, but I do think there 
should be consequences for 
bad behavior.” 


As Palin walked to the witness 
stand, some jurors smiled at 
her. The first question from 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Greg 
Weddle was, “May I call you 
Governor Palin?” 

The former Alaska governor 
smiled almost constantly 
through 30 minutes of 
testimony as she told jurors 
about the disruption the 
hacking caused for her family 
and close friends when their e- 
mails and phone numbers were 
publicized on the Internet. 

The posting of family photos 
and e-mails on the web fueled 
rumors that Palin and her 
husband had affairs and that 
her youngest child, Trig, was 
not really her son, she said in 
court. 

Palin’s husband, Todd, sat in 
the courtroom as she testified. 
Their daughter, Bristol, told 
jurors earlier this week that 
she got harassing calls and 
text messages after screen 
shots of e-mail from the 
account revealed her cell 
phone number. A former Palin 
aide also described receiving 
vulgar e-mails. 

Kernell isn’t accused of the 


harassment, but prosecutors 
say he broke into Palin’s e- 
mail account in September 
2008 by correctly providing 
her birth date and ZIP code and 
correctly answering that she 
met her husband in Wasilla, 
Alaska. Kernell’s attorney, 
Wade Davies, argued the 
password was obtained using 
information that was publicly 
available, including where she 
met her husband. 

“It wasn’t a secret to me,” 
Palin said. “I don’t know if 
the rest of the world knew it 
or not.” 

After the e-mail was hacked, 
prosecutors said Kernell 
bragged about it in obscenity- 
laced Internet postings. An 
FBI computer forensics 
specialist and other witnesses 
testified about photos of the 
Palin children and a reference 
to Bristol as “the prego one.” 
“In case you missed it on the 
front page of the National 
Enquirer at the time, Bristol 
was pregnant,” Palin said 
outside the courthouse after 
testifying. 

The e-mail intrusion occurred 
after news reports revealed 


that Palin had used the private 
account to discuss some state 
business with staff. Palin 
said she carried a separate 
BlackBerry for state business. 
Palin testified during cross- 
examination that she could 
not recall being warned to 
change her Yahoo! e-mail 


account. That differed from 
earlier testimony by a former 
Palin aide in Alaska, Frank 
Bailey, who set up the account 
at Palin’s request and said he 
had previously warned Palin 
to make changes because 
the password could be easily 
discovered. □ 


Scouts must pay S18.5M in punitive damages

PORTLAND, Oregon (AP) 
— A jury on Friday ordered 
the Boy Scouts of America 
to pay $18.5 million to a 
man sexually abused by a 
former assistant Scoutmaster 
in what is believed to be the 
largest such award against the 
organization. 

Lawyers for Kerry Lewis had 
asked the jury to award at 
least $25 million to punish the 
Boy Scouts for what the jury 
had already agreed in the first 
phase of the trial was reckless 
and outrageous conduct. 

The jury decided on April 
13 that the Boy Scouts were 
negligent for allowing former 
assistant Scoutmaster Timur 


Dykes to associate with 
Scouts, including Lewis, after 
Dykes admitted to a Scouts 
official in 1983 that he had 
molested 17 boys. 

The jury awarded Lewis $1.4 
million in compensatory 
damages with that verdict 
and agreed the Boy Scouts 
of America were liable for 
punitive damages to be 
determined in the second 
phase of the trial that ended 
Thursday. 

Boy Scouts officials declined 
to comment on details of 
the case because other cases 
are pending, but issued a 
statement saying it maintains 
a “rigorous” system to screen 
Scout leaders. 


“The Boy Scouts of America 
has always stood against child 
abuse of any kind,” it said. 

The case was the first of six 
filed against the Boy Scouts in 
the same court in Oregon, with 
at least one other separate case 
pending. If mediation fails to 
settle the next cases, they also 
could go to trial. 

The amount of the damages 
surprised Patrick Boyle, editor 
of the Youth Today newspaper 
and author of a book about sex 
abuse within the Scouts. 

“That’s a lot of money. This 
is by far the biggest award 
against the Scouts for sex 
abuse, probably by several 
times,” Boyle said. 

The award is also significant, 


he said, because it is only 
againstthenationalBoy Scouts 
organization and is not divided 
among any of its local councils 
or other defendants. 

Kelly Clark and Paul Mones, 
the attorneys for Lewis, told 
the jury the Boy Scouts were 
nearly a $1 billion corporation 
that could well afford punitive 
damages intended to deter 
them from similar conduct in 
the future. 

During the first phase of 
the trial, Clark and Mones 
introduced more than 1,000 
files the Scouts kept on 
suspected child molesters 
from 1965-85 as evidence the 
organization should have put a 
sex abuse prevention program 
into place decades ago.Q

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Oil drilling accidents prompted new saiety rules

NOAKI SCHWARTZ NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A 
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federal agency that oversees 
offshore oil drilling was so 
concerned about deaths and 
injuries it had documented that 
it was moving to impose new 
safety rules even before this 
week’s oil rig explosion off 
the Louisiana coast, according 
to records obtained by The 
Associated Press. 

A Minerals and Management 
Service review published last 
year found 41 deaths and 302 
injuries out of 1,443 accidents, 
the majority caused by human 
error and operational and 
maintenance problems. The 
new rules focus on preventing 
human error, a safety area 
that hadn’t received as much 
attention in the past. 

The accidents and the explosion 
have again brought criticisms 
of the industry and opponents 


of President Barack Obama’s 
plan for more offshore drilling 
say the collapse should be 
taken as a warning to slow the 
fervor to drill. 

As officials continued to 
search for what caused the 
blast, crews were making 
progress cleaning up oil from 
the explosion Tuesday, and 
trying to contain what spilled 
and prevent any threat to the 
coast’s fragile ecosystem. The 
Coast Guard was also using 
an airplane, a helicopter and a 
Coast Guard cutter to continue 
looking for 11 missing workers 
even as hopes diminished that 
they survived. 

Officials did receive good 
news Friday when Coast 
Guard Rear Adm. Mary 
Landry said no oil appeared to 
be leaking from a well head at 


the ocean floor, nor was any 
leaking at the water’s surface. 
But she said crews were 
closely monitoring the rig for 
any more crude that might 
spill out. 

At midday Friday, at least half 
a dozen boats were visible 
with booms extended in loops, 
trapping a thin oil sheen that 
extended about 7 miles north 
of where the rig sank. 

From the air, there was no sign 
the oil was affecting animal 
life in the area. 

Strong winds were blowing 
generally from the south as 
a cold front approached from 
Texas. The passage of the 
front late Friday or Saturday 
was expected to shift winds 
to the north, which could 
push the sheen away from the 
coast. 

BP PLC, which leased the 
rig and took the lead in the 
cleanup, said it has activated 
an extensive oil spill response, 
including using remotely 
operated vehicles to assess the 
well and 32 vessels to mop up 
the spill. 

BP Chief Executive Tony 
Hayward said the company 
will do “everything in our 
power to contain this oil spill 
and resolve the situation as 
rapidly, safely and effectively 
as possible.” Weather forecasts 
indicate the spill was likely to 
stay well away from shore at 
least through the weekend, 
but if winds change it could 
come ashore faster, said 
Doug Helton of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration’s office of 
response and restoration. 
Environmentalists said the 
explosion was a reminder the 
industry was dangerous. 

“I would hope it would serve 
as another wake-up call on 
this issue that there is no such 
thing as safe oil drilling,” said 
Sara Wan, a California Coastal 
Commission who opposes 
offshore drilling.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — A 
man said Friday that a plan 
to attack the New York City 
subway system was ordered 
by al-Qaida leaders two years 
ago while he was in Pakistan 
with a friend, a former airport 
shuttle driver who has since 
admitted to the plot. 

Zarein Ahmedzay, 25, pleaded 
guilty in federal court in 
Brooklyn to charges including 
conspiracy to use weapons of 
mass destruction in the foiled 
New York City subway bomb 
plot from fall 2009. 

He said he, admitted plotter 
Najibullah Zazi and a third, 
unidentified man met with the 
al-Qaida leaders in Pakistan 
in 2008, where they offered to 
join the Taliban and fight U.S. 
forces in Afghanistan. 

“They told us we would be 
more useful if we returned 


to New York City ... to 
conduct operations,” he 
said. Asked by the judge 
what kind of operations, he 
responded, “Suicide-bombing 
operations.” 

He added: “I personally 
believed that conducting an 
operation in the United States 
would be the best way to end 
the war,” he said. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Jeffrey Knox identified the 
leaders as senior al-Qaida 
operatives Saleh al-Somali 
and Rashid Rauf, who were 
both killed in Pakistan. The 
U.S. Justice Department on 
Friday described al-Somali 
as the head of international 
operations for al-Qaida. 
Al-Somali was killed in a 
U.S. drone missile strike in 
December. Rauf, a British 
militant linked to a jetliner 
bomb plot, was also killed in 
a predator strike in November 


2008. 

Knox said Ahmedzay met 
with a third senior al-Qaida 
operative in a training camp 
in Pakistan’s North Waziristan 
region near the Afghan border. 
He has not been identified. 
Prosecutors say Ahmedzay 
joined Zazi and another friend 
from their Queens high school 
on the trip to Pakistan to seek 
terrorist training. 

Zazi, a Colorado airport van 
driver, admitted this year 
that he tested bomb-making 
materials in a Denver suburb 
before traveling by car to 
New York with the intent of 
attacking the subway system 
to avenge U.S. military 
involvement in Afghanistan. 
Ahmedzay and the third 
suspect, Adis Medunjanin, had 
previously pleaded not guilty 
to charges they sought to join 
Zazi, an Afghan immigrant, 
in what prosecutors described 


as three “coordinated 
suicide bombing attacks” 
on Manhattan subway lines. 
The bombings were planned 
for the days after the eighth 
anniversary of the Sept. 11, 
2001, terror attacks, authorities 
said. 

Medunjanin, who is originally 
from Bosnia, and Ahmedzay, 
who was born in Afghanistan, 
are U.S. citizens. They and 
Zazi attended Flushing High 
School in the borough of 


Queens. 

Officials have said a fourth 
suspect is in custody in 
Pakistan but have given no 
other details about him. 
Ahmedzay — who had been 
licensed to drive a taxi in New 
York — said Friday that once 
back in New York the men 
considered attacking “well- 
known structures” to cause 
“maximum casualties,” before 
settling on the subways. □ 
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Bombs kill 60 In Iraq days after al-Qalda killings

BAGHDAD (AP) — A series 
of bombings mainly targeting 
Shiite worshippers killed at 
least 60 people on Friday, 
officials said, just days after 
U.S. and Iraqi forces killed 
the top two al-Qaida leaders 
in Iraq in what was described 
as devastating blow to the 
insurgency. 

The apparently coordinated 
attack, which occurred 
in a two-hour timespan, 
demonstrated insurgents 
remain a potent force despite 
U.S. and Iraqi claims that the 
terror network is on the run. 
Officials have warned 
insurgents remain capable of 
staging high-profile bombings 
in a bid to reignite sectarian 
tensions that pushed the 
country to the brink of civil 
war.

The deadliest attack took 
place near the Baghdad 
headquarters of anti-U.S. 
Shiite cleric Muqtada al-Sadr 
in the vast slum of Sadr City 
as Friday prayers were ending 
at about 1:30 p.m. 
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At least two car bombs 
exploded a few hundred yards 
(meters) from the compound, 
ripping through the area as 
men were kneeling on prayer 
mats in the street outside the 
mosque, according to police 
and witnesses. 

As people fled the scene, at 
leasttwomorebombs exploded 
in a parking lot where many 
had left their vehicles. 

At least 27 people were 
killed and an estimated 
150 wounded, according to 
hospital and police officials 
who spoke on condition of 


anonymity because they were 
not authorized to speak to the 
media. 

Onlookers threw stones at 
arriving Iraqi security forces, 
frustrated with their apparent 
inability to secure the city. 
Iraqi troops fired their guns in 
the air to scatter the crowd. 

“I saw a huge ball of fire after 
the explosion,” said Ali Salim, 
28, a book and stationery seller. 
He was knocked out and woke 
up in the Sadr City hospital, 
which was overcrowded with 
victims, including injured 
women and children who had 
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to sit on the floor. 

Blood mixed with water used 
by firefighters to put out 
the burning cars streamed 
down muddy streets, and 
flames shot out of cars and 
motorcycles in the parking lot. 
Passers-by frantically tried to 
help firefighters put out the 
flames. Shouting men loaded 
the wounded from stretchers 
made of bed sheets onto the 
backs of trucks to rush them 
to the hospital. 

One man fled carrying a 
young girl whose pink dress 
was stained with blood. Others 
could been seen picking up 
human remains that were 
scattered on the streets. 

The violence began shortly 
after the call to prayer 
resounded across the capital 
at about 11:15 a.m. with 
two bombs exploding in the 
mainly Shiite neighborhood 
of Zafaraniyah, killing one 
person and wounding 12. 

A car bomb later killed eight 
people and wounded 19 near a 
Shiite mosque in the northern 
Hurriyah neighborhood, while 
another killed 14 and wounded 
36 in the eastern neighborhood 
of Amin al-Thaniyah. 

The major blasts all occurred 
in former Shiite militia 
strongholds, underscoring 
the insurgents’ aim of 
provoking a new round of 
sectarian bloodshed. In the 
past, such bombings would 
be followed by revenge 
militia attacks against Sunnis 
but the retaliatory violence 
ebbed after al-Sadr’s forces 
were routed by U.S.-Iraqi 
offensives in 2008. 

Three other people were 
killed in scattered violence 
elsewhere in the capital. 
Bombs also ripped through 
the houses of Iraqi policemen 
in the former insurgent 
stronghold of Anbar province, 
killing at least seven people, 
including a soldier trying to 
defuse one of the devices, 
authorities said. 

Nobody claimedresponsibility 
for Friday’s attacks, but Maj. 
Gen. Qassim al-Moussawi, 
an Iraqi military spokesman, 
said the bombings were likely 
retaliation by al-Qaida for the 
loss of its top two leaders on 
Sunday.

On Friday, the Catholic 
Church threw its support and 
resources behind the study 
of intestinal adult stem cells 
by a group of experts led by 
the University of Maryland 
School of Medicine. The 
group wants to explore the 
potential use of those cells in 
the treatment of intestinal and 
possibly other diseases, and is 
seeking an initial €2 million 
($2.7 million) to get the project 
going, officials said. 

“This research protects life,” 
Cardinal Renato Martino said 
during a meeting with Italian 
and American scientists and 
health officials to outline the 
project. “I want to stress that 
it doesn’t involve embryonic 
stem cells, where one helps 
oneself and then throws the 
embryo away and kills a 
human life.” 

The church is opposed to 
embryonic stem cell research 
because it involves the 
destruction of embryos, but 
it supports the use of adult 
stem cells, which are found 
in the bodies of all humans. 
Human embryonic stem 
cells are produced from 
surplus embryos of in vitro 
fertilization procedures used 
to help infertile women get 
pregnant. 

Both are prized for their 
ability to morph into other 
kinds of cells, offering the 


possibility of replacing tissue 
damaged by ailments such as 
Parkinson’s disease. 

But adult cells are thought to be 
less versatile than embryonic 
ones, and scientists have had 
more trouble growing adult 
stem cells in the laboratory 
than embryonic cells. 

Still, adult stem cells could be 
easier to use if they are taken 
from patients themselves, 
because the replacement 
tissue would have less chance 
of being rejected. 

Martino, a powerful cardinal 
and retired head of the 
Pontifical Council for Justice 
and Peace, told The Associated 
Press after the meeting that he 
had “no doubt” that the Vatican 
would help finance the project 
through its Rome hospital, 
Bambin Gesu, and other 
funding. The exact amount 
and modalities will be worked 
out in future meetings with the 
University of Maryland and 
other scientists involved in the 
project. 

In 2007, Pope Benedict XVI 
said the Catholic Church 
can encourage somatic stem 
cell research — also known 
as adult stem cell research 
— “because of the favorable 
results obtained through these 
alternative methods,” and 
more importantly because it 
respects “the life of the human 
being at every stage of his or 
her existence.” 


During a meeting with 
President Barack Obama last 
year at the Vatican, Benedict 
underscored his beliefs about 
stem cells by giving the U.S. 
leader a copy of a Vatican 
document on bioethics 
that hardened the church’s 
opposition to using embryos 
for stem cell research, cloning 
and in-vitro fertilization. 
Obama has lifted restrictions, 
imposed by his predecessor 
President George W. Bush, 
on federal funding of research 
using human embryonic stem 
cells. 

The Vaticanhas drawncriticism 
for its opposition to embryonic 
stem cell research. But it 
insists there are scientifically 
viable alternatives and that 
the efforts of the scientific 
community should go in that 
direction. 

Supporting this university 
project is part of those efforts. 
“Ethically, the rules the 
Catholic Church promotes 
are really very simple: That 
all research be respectful of 
human life,” said Father Bob 
Gahl, an American professor 
of Moral Philosophy at the 
Pontifical University of the 
Holy Cross. “Nobody should 
be killed in the process of 
doing medical research. So 
this new project falls exactly 
within the Catholic Church’s 
ethical guidelines.”

expert at Children’s Hospital 
in Boston and past president 
of the International Society 
for Stem Cell Research, said 
both adult and embryonic 
stem cells may prove useful 
for treating different diseases. 
“I applaud the Vatican for 
being interested in supporting 
biomedical research,” Daley 
said Friday, “but I can’t help 
but think there’s an agenda.”

NEWTOWNHAMILTON,

The leaders of Northern 
Ireland’s unity government 
denounc ed Thursday night ’ s 
attack on Newtownhamilton 
as timed to raise tensions 
during campaigning for 
the British election May 
6. Irish Catholic and 
British Protestant parties 
who cooperate in the local 
government are competing 
for Northern Ireland’s 18 
parliamentary seats in 
London. 

Deputy First Minister 

Martin McGuinness, a 
former IRA commander 
who is the government’s 
senior Catholic politician, 
noted that the dissidents had 
struck “in the middle of an 
election campaign which is 
about our future.” 
McGuinness said the IRA 
splinter groups “offer 

nothing but hardship, 

division and pain. We 
cannot allow them to 
define our future. They will 
not break the will of the 
community.” 

But local residents and 


politicians gathered at the 
Newtownhamilton police 
crime-scene tape said they 
were nearly as angry at 
the police as the bombers 
— because no officers were 
in the base, or anywhere 
in Newtownhamilton, 
until after the bomb had 
exploded. 

Residents said the IRA 
dissidents fired a volley of 
gunfire as they abandoned 
the car bomb outside 
Newtownhamilton’sheavily 
fortified police station. But 
no officers were inside, nor 
did any police arrive until 
after the bomb exploded 
an hour later. They credited 
local firefighters with 
evacuating nearby streets 
and pubs just before the 
bomb detonated. 

The blast knocked two 
elderly residents to the 
ground, and a Lithuanian 
man suffered minor 
shrapnel injuries. A pub, a 
community hall and several 
homes suffered broken 
windows. 

Locals noted that IRA 
dissidents had planted a dud 
car bomb at the same spot 
10 days ago that British 
Army experts dismantled. 
They argued that police 
should have responded 
by increasing security in 
Newtownhamilton, which is 
virtually on the border with 
the Republic of Ireland. 
“The fact that dissidents 
could return to this village 
to plant a second bomb 
says it all, really,” said the 
Rev. Ker Graham, the lone 
Presbyterian minister in 
the predominantly Catholic 
village. “There’s no real 
police presence here, and the 
people do feel abandoned.” 
But the area’s police 
commander, Chief Inspector 
Sam Cordner, said his 
officers had to weigh the risk 
of potential ambushes when 
responding to any dissident 


IRA threats anywhere 
along the South Armagh 
border. The region, long 
dubbed “bandit country” 
because of its associations 
with lawlessness and IRA 
activity, features narrow 
hedge-lined roads that 
are easy hiding places for 
roadside bombs. 

“These people are hell-bent 
on killing police officers,” 
Cordner said, adding, “The 
threat in this area is severe 
and any police response 
needs to be measured and 
properly thought through.” 
The Newtownhamilton 
attack was the third car- 
bomb blast this year by 
IRA dissidents, who seek 
to wreck the IRA cease-fire 
and the cross-community 
Northern Ireland 

government it spawned. 

On Thursday, hours before 
the attack, police warned 
that the dissidents appeared 
determined to increase 
violence in the run-up to the 
British election. They said 
the dissidents were posing 
their biggest security threat 
since 1998, the year of 
Northern Ireland’s Good 
Friday accord — and also 
the year that dissidents 
committed the deadliest 
single attack of the entire 
conflict, the Omagh car 
bombing that killed 29 
people. 

On April 12, the dissidents 
detonated a car bomb 
outside the British MI5 spy 
agency offices near Belfast. 
On Feb. 22 a car bomb 
exploded at the security 
gates of a courthouse in 
the border town of Newry. 
Nobody was injured in 
either of those attacks. 

The IRA killed nearly 1,800 
people during its failed 
1970-1997 campaign to 
force Northern Ireland out 
of the United Kingdom. In 
2005 the IRA disarmed and 
renounced violence.□ 
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Allies aim to start handover of power to Afghans

TALLINN, Estonia - Fearful 
of losing public support for 
the war in Afghanistan, the 
U.S. and NATO on Friday 
agreed to start transferring 
control of the country back to 
its leaders by year’s end but 
acknowledged that achieving 
stability will take decades. 

If successful, the transitionplan 
approved by U.S. Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
and representatives of the 27 
other NATO countries would 
enable President Barack 
Obama to meet his target date 
of July 2011 for starting to 
bring American troops home. 
The stakes are high. If the plan 
fails, public support in Europe, 
the U.S. and among Afghans 
themselves could further erode 
or even collapse. 

Much depends not only on 
improved NATO military 
performance but also on 
political reconciliation 

between the Taliban and 
Afghan’s central government. 
The allies must quickly 
improve the training and 
performance of the Afghan 
army andpolice, and strengthen 
Afghan institutions weakened 
by decades of conflict. 

Clinton on Friday offered an 
optimistic assessment of the 
approach, which NATO hopes 
Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai will endorse in July at 
an international conference in 
Kabul. Once approved, NATO 
would officially implement 
the plan at a summit, possibly 
in conjunction with a public 
announcement of the first 
provinces to be transferred 
to Afghan control, said Mark 
Sedwill, the senior NATO 
civilian in Kabul. 

“We believe that with 

sufficient attention, 

training and mentoring, 

the Afghans themselves 

are perfectly capable of 

defending themselves against 
insurgents,” Clinton told 
a news conference. “Does 
that mean it will be smooth 
sailing? I don’t think so. Look 
at Iraq.” 

Asked whether any plan to turn 
power over to Afghanistan’s 
sometimes dysfunctional, 
corrupt and resource-poor 
government was viable, 
Sedwill told reporters; “It’s far 


from certain.” 

Yet he andotherNATO officials 
said they believe that with an 
infusion of new military and 
civilian aid — including the 
30,000 U.S. troops dispatched 
by the Obama administration 
last December — success is 
possible. 

“Increasingly this year the 
momentum will be ours,” 
said NATO Secretary General 
Anders Fogh Rasmussen. 
He said the transition to 
Afghan control is important 
to demonstrate not only 
to Afghans but also to the 
Western countries fighting 
there that an end to the war is 
in sight. 

“Our aims in 2010 are clear: 
to take the initiative against 
the insurgents, to help the 
Afghan government exercise 
its sovereignty, and to start 
handing over responsibility 
for Afghanistan to the Afghans 
this year,” Fogh Rasmussen 
said. He added, however, that 
even if the transition unfolds as 
expected it will takes decades 
of additional assistance for 
Afghanistan to stand on its 
own. 

Sedwill said the first provinces 
to be transferred to government 
control would likely be in the 
north and west, where the 
Taliban is less active. And 
he said the idea is to hand 
over a cluster of contiguous 
provinces at the same time 
to increase the odds of their 
withstanding the insurgents. 
Clinton warned of a hard road 
ahead, but said she was not 
discouraged by the obstacles. 
NATO is about 450 trainers 
short of the number it says 
are needed to prepare security 
forces for transition to an 
Afghan-run Afghanistan. That 
gap apparently remained after 
Friday’s session, which was 
not designed to elicit specific 
pledges of troops, trainers or 
other military resources. 

“We have a relatively small 
gap that we’re still working to 
fill. I’m very convinced we’ll 
get that filled,” Clinton said, 
adding: “For me, the glass is 
way more than half full.” 
Rasmussen stressed the 
importance of providing 
hope to Afghan civilians and 
halting an erosion of public 
support for the war in NATO 
countries.□

U.S.-Cuba relations at their 
lowest point since President 
Barack Obama took office 
last year, Cuban singer Carlos 
Varela will launch a six-city 
U.S. tour next month with 
hopes of bringing the two 
countries a little closer. 


Varela, often referred to as 
Cuba’s Bob Dylan, will start 
in Los Angeles with a concert 
on May 5, then work his way 
across the country for a final 
show on May 15. 

Varela, 47, last performed 
a concert tour in the United 
States in 1998 but put on an 
impromptu show for members 


of Congress in Washington 
in December while lobbying 
for new U.S. policy toward 
communist-led Cuba. 

Varela and his band will tour 
the United States amid new 
tensions triggered by the 
December arrest in Cuba of a 
U.S. contractor suspected of 
espionage and the February 
death of a Cuban political 
prisoner on a hunger strike. 
Obama, who took office in 
January 2009, said early on he 
wanted a “new era” in long- 
hostile U.S.-Cuba relations 
and took modest steps toward 
rapprochement. 

But he has adopted a harsher 
tone in recent weeks, saying 
Cuba has not reciprocated 
and has in fact shown its 
same old “clenched fist” with 
the arrest of the American 
and mistreatment of island 
dissidents. 

Cuba, in turn, has stepped up 
criticism of Washington in 
state-run media, and accused 
it of orchestrating, with 


Europe, an international media 
campaign against the island. 
TOUCH THE HEART 
The bearded, black-clad 
Varela told Reuters in a 
recent interview his songs, 
known for their metaphorical 
social criticism, cannot 
by themselves bridge the 
political gap between the two 
countries. 

“But they can touch a man’s 
heart. And it is men who wage 
wars, build hatred, separation, 
borders and religions,” he said. 
“We musicians often are closer 
to the people than politicians,” 
he said peering through dark 
glasses during a break in 
rehearsals at a warehouse near 
Karl Marx Theater. 

His concert tour will be the 
latest in a series of cultural 
exchanges under the Obama 
administration, which views 
them as a way of increasing 
people-to-people contact with 
Cuba. 

Cuban musicians including 
the salsa band Los Van Van 


and Buena Vista Social Club 
singer Omara Portuondo have 
crossed the Straits of Florida 
to perform for American 
audiences. Under the Obama’s 
predecessor, President George 
W. Bush, Cuban performers, 
including Varela, were mostly 
prevented from playing in the 
U.S. He was denied a visa in 
2004. 

U.S. band Kool and the 
Gang played at Havana’s 
Anti-Imperialist Tribunal on 
December 20. 

Varela believes the cultural 
exchanges will survive 
renewed U.S.-Cuban hostility 
and predicts more U.S. 
musicians soon will play in 
Cuba. 

“Art in general can contribute 
a lot to relations among 
neighbors,” Varela said. “We 
can’t spend so many years so 
far away and yet so close.” 

In addition to Los Angeles,

But according to Locke the challenges of high unemployment 
and a runaway deficit can be tackled in tandem. 

On Tuesday Obama is expected to speak before a bipartisan 
commission he created to come up with ways to cut US debt. Its 
findings are expected to be released at the end of the year.

Bradford goes first to Rams in NFL draft

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Quarterback Sam Bradford 
was chosen by the St. Louis 
Rams with the first pick of 
the NFL draft Thursday, 
while the biggest reaction 
was brought about by the 
Denver Broncos selecting 
Tim Tebow. 

When the Broncos took 
the University of Florida 
quarterback Tebow with 
pick No.25, it drew a mix 
of cheers and boos from the 
audience. 

Tebow was by far the most 
controversial selection 
Thursday. A winner for 
four years with the Gators, 
including two national 
championships and the 2007 
Heisman Trophy for college 
football’s best player, his 
unorthodox style and strange 
throwing motion made for 
widely divided opinions on 
him. 

Not, apparently, for Broncos 
coach Josh McDaniels, who 
hopes he found the long¬ 
term replacement for Jay 
Cutler. In his rookie season 
as a head coach, McDaniels 
feuded with Cutler a year ago 
and traded him to Chicago. 

“I enjoyed the working 
process and all the critics 
and the negativity,” Tebow 
said. “It only pushed me that 
much more and only made 
me work that much harder. 
I can honestly say that made 
me better.” 

Bradford could be a slight 
gamble, as well. The 
Oklahomajuniorwhobecame 
the eighth quarterback since 
2001 taken atop the draft. 


appeared in only three games 
in2009,hisjunioryear, before 
undergoing right shoulder 
surgery. His recovery has 
been so complete that the 
Rams didn’t hesitate to make 
him the future face of the 
franchise. 

Bradford joins a Rams team 
that was 1-15 last season 
and scored a league-low 
175 points. The Rams cut 
incumbent quarterback Marc 
Bulger in the offseason. 
Selection No.2 was defensive 
tackle Ndamukong Suh to 
Detroit, followed by two of 
Bradford’s former Oklahoma 
teammates: defensive tackle 
Gerald McCoy to Tampa Bay 
and offensive tackle Trent 
Williams to Washington. 

Suh is considered the best 
defensive tackle prospect in 


more than a decade. He won 
the Lombardi, Bednarik and 
Nagurski trophies in 2009 
and comes off a dominant 
Big 12 conference title game 
in which he had 12 tackles 
with 4-1/2 sacks. 

“He made it an easy pick 
for us,” Lions coach Jim 
Schwartz said. “He’s not 
just a one-year wonder. He’s 
strong. He’s good versus the 
run. He’s good versus the 
pass. He’s very intelligent.” 
McCoy should boost a Tampa 
defense that once was feared 
but flopped last season when 
it yielded 400 points. 
Williams, an All-American, 
will fill a huge hole for 
the Redskins left by the 
retirement of Chris Samuels. 
Safety Eric Berry, also a 
collegiate All-American,

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) 
— Kevin Durant rediscovered 
his shooting form to lead 
Oklahoma City Thunder to 
a 101-96 win over the Los 
Angeles Lakers on Thursday, 
cutting the deficit in their 
NBA first-round playoff series 
to 2-1. 

In the first ever playoff game 
in Oklahoma City, Durant had 
29 points and 19 rebounds. 
Durant and Russell Westbrook 
scored 22 of the final 23 for 
the Thunder, including every 
point during a 10-2 surge that 


put Oklahoma City ahead to 
stay. 

The top-seeded Lakers got 
back within 98-96 with 13.5 
seconds left, but the Thunder 
closed it out from the foul line 
to re-ignite the series. Game 4 
is Saturday in Oklahoma City. 
Kobe Bryant scored 24 points 
to surpass Jerry West’s Lakers 
franchise record for playoff 
scoring, and Pau Gasol had 
17 points and 15 rebounds for 
Los Angeles. 

Undaunted by a raucous sellout 
crowd, the top-seeded Lakers 


scored the first 10 points of 
the game and were in control 
until the Thunder roared back 
with an electrifying run of 
eight straight points late in the 
third quarter. 

The fans reached a deafening 
pitch as the Thunder completed 
their charge back from an 11- 
point deficit. James Harden 
and Durant hit back-to-back

OAKLAND, California (AP) — The New York Yankees turned 
their first triple play for 42 years, yet were beaten 4-2 by the 
Oakland Athletics on Thursday, ending a six-game American 
League winning streak. 

Oakland’s Kurt Suzuki, who earlier had hit a three-run homer, 
hit a sharp grounder to Alex Rodriguez, who stepped on third 
base and threw to Robinson Cano at second. Cano’s relay to 
first baseman Nick Johnson just beat Suzuki. 

The Yankees had gone 6,632 consecutive regular-season games 
without a triple play, dating to 1968 when Mickey Mantle 
caught the final out. 

Earlier, Oakland pitcher Dallas Braden (3-0) had to be restrained 
by his manager from confronting Rodriguez after the top of the 
sixth inning. Braden was upset that Rodriguez had cut across 
the pitcher’s mound while returning to first base after a foul 
ball, a supposed breach of baseball etiquette. Braden threw his 
glove against a wall and kicked a stack of paper cups when he 
went into the dugout. 

The A’s managed only four hits but benefited from Yankees 
starter C.C. Sabathia (2-1) tying a career-worst six walks.

In Minneapolis, Cleveland finally got some hits in their victory 
over the Minnesota Twins. 

The Indians, who were last in the league in batting average and 
slugging percentage entering this game, matched their season 
high with eight runs. 

Cleveland starter Mitch Talbot (2-1) followed his first major 
league win with six impressive innings, holding the Twins to 
no earned runs. 

This was the worst of four starts this season for Twins pitcher 
Scott Baker (2-2).

In Chicago, Tampa Bay completed its most successful road trip 
in history by thrashing Chicago. 

The Rays have never finished a season with a winning record 
away from Tropicana Field. But they went 9-1 on their first trip 
this year, outscoring their opponents (Baltimore, Boston and 
Chicago) by a total of 69-23.

Cocaine hidden in 
in-flight meals 

DUTCH police have detained 20 people for smuggling cocaine 
in containers for in-flight meals and waste on planes flying 
between the Dutch Antilles and the Netherlands, police said. 
“Twenty suspects have been arrested over the last four months 
in the Netherlands and Bonaire,” an island territory of the 
Netherlands Antilles, Schiphol airport spokesman Robert van 
Kapel said. 

The last two suspects were arrested on Tuesday. 

Eleven of the 20 suspects worked for a Schiphol-based company 
catering for airlines. 

Investigators found that the cocaine was hidden in food and 
waste containers on Netherlands-bound planes. 

Police seized more than 50 kilograms (110 pounds) of cocaine, 
with a street value of €2 million and tens of thousands of euros 
in cash during 11 searches in the Netherlands. 

Twelve of the suspects are Dutch nationals, aged 25 to 49, the 
spokesman said but did not provide further information.□

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5 Republican Seats 
Democrats Could Win

Republican leaders say their goal in the upcoming midterm 
elections is to pick up 40 House seats and take back the majority, 
and most political handicappers say that’s a real possibility. By 
just about any measure of national polling, Democrats face an 
abysmal national mood and a toxic political environment that’s 
likely to last through Election Day. But while Democrats prepare 
for big losses in the midterm elections, there are a handful of GOP 
seats around the country that the party has a legitimate chance 
of winning. Doing so would force Republicans to work a little 
harder to achieve their goal of winning control of the House. 
Here’s a look at the five Republican-held seats Democrats have 
the best chance of winning: 

Delaware - At Large: Rep. Mike Castle (R) is heavily favored 
to win Vice President Joe Biden’s former Senate seat, but he 
left behind an open House seat that most expect Democrat John 
Carney to win. Carney is the former lieutenant governor who 
lost a close Democratic primary race for governor in 2008. The 
only Republican with significant money is real estate developer 
Glen Urquhart, who’s dropped $565,000 of his own money into 
the race, while raising just $3,000. With three counties, the small 
state’s voters elect people they know and like, and Carney fits the 
bill here. He’s been elected statewide twice, and he previously 
served as state finance secretary under then-Gov. Tom Carper 
and a staffer in the office of then-Sen. Biden. Carney’s raised 
nearly $1 million and has $675,000 in the bank. 

Illinois - 10: This is Democrat Dan Seals’ third straight shot 
at the North Shore district, falling 6-points shy in the last two 
elections against Rep. Mark Kirk. However, Kirk’s running 
for the Senate this year and taking along his moderate voting 
record that allowed him to win this Democratic-leaning district 
for five terms. The fact that Kirk continued to win here — even 
in 2008 when President Obama carried it with 61% — probably 
says more about Kirk than the district. His opponent this year is 
businessman Bob Dold, who’s raised nearly $1 million and has 
$380,000 on hand. But Seals is raising impressive sums as well 
— he has $460,000 on hand and is receiving some assistance 
from the national party. 

Pennsylvania - 15: Rep. Charlie Dent is facing his most difficult 
re-election this year, with Democrats scoring one of their top 
recruits in the nation: Bethlehem Mayor John Callahan, who 
received a fundraising visit from Biden just last week. Dent 
and Callahan are within $5,000 of each other in cash on hand, 
and with national Democrats continuing to raise money for 
November, Callahan can expect to receive all the help he 
needsQ 


‘Tea party’ founder: Why our movement will 
succeed -- and why it’s good for America

St. Louis - Imagine that the “tea party” 
movement continued to expand in size and 
influence. At some point in the future, tea 
partyers, regardless of political party affiliation, 
would dominate the executive and legislative 
branches of federal government. Our influence 
on the courts would increase. In this scenario, 
the tea party would eventually change the face 
of the federal government. 

What would America look like then? 

Before we answer that question, remember 
that no single person speaks for the tea party 
movement. Tea partyers hold political views 
that run the gamut from traditional Christian 
conservative to libertarian. We can’t describe a 
tea party future without answering the question, 
“Which tea partyer are you talking about?” 

If we select the most common points of 
agreement, however, we can paint a fairly 
accurate picture of the changes tea partyers 
would likely make to our government and how 
those changes could alter your relationship 
to Washington. Lirst let’s look at the most 
common themes among tea partyers. 

While many local tea party organizations 
involve themselves in local or state issues and 
races, the movement’s primary interest lies in 
Washington. Nearly 8 in 10 Americans distrust 
the federal government, according to a recent 
Pew Research Center poll. Among tea partyers, 
that statistic is closer to 9 in 10. That’s important 
because it highlights a very important common 
theme: a libertarian view of Washington’s role. 
Tea partyers would reduce the scope of federal 
power in two ways. Lirst, we would trim federal 
legislation, reducing the Lederal Register - the 
daily publication of federal rules, regulations, 
orders, and notices - from more than 69,000 
pages to, say, 10,000 pages, as it was in 1950. 
Second, we would eliminate the legislative 
power of federal departments and agencies. 
The Environmental Protection Agency would 
no longer be able to declare the mud puddle 
in my backyard federally protected wetlands 
citing nothing more than bureaucratic fiat. 

Lor you, this means that Washington would 
have less direct influence over your life. You 
could plan for the future knowing that your 
property is your property. You would not 
need a Washington bureaucrat’s permission to 
paint your house blue or to put in a swimming 
pool. You would not have to buy government- 
approved health insurance or drive a 
government-made car. 

This change will significantly increase your 
personal political power. Today, Washington has 
undue influence over your life. And changing 
federal law is nearly impossible. You either 
have to hire an expensive team of lobbyists or 
convince at least half of all Americans voters 
to support the candidates for Congress who 
support your idea of reform. Do you have that 
kind of time and money? 

Tea partyers want to restore the balance of 
power in America, making state and local 
governments more important than the federal 


government, as was intended by the US 
Constitution, and which was the case for the 
first half of US history. Under this arrangement, 
the number of people you’d need to influence to 
change the law drops quickly. Lederalism and a 
smaller national government means individuals 
carry more power. The Constitution lists a very 
limited number of activities that the United 
States may perform on our behalf. The tea party 
movement would implement a plan to phase 
out those activities, departments, and agencies 
that came about outside the amendment 
process of the Constitution. Expect to see the 
departments of Education, Health and Human 
Services, Housing and Urban Development, 
and Veterans Affairs disappear over time. 
Homeland Security, which comprises some 
legitimate activities, would be splintered into 
more manageable parts. If we want to hold 
on to an existing department whose mission is 
beyond the constitutional roles of government, 
then Congress and the states would have to 
adopt a constitutional amendment to establish 
that new power. 

For you, this would mean far less dependency 
on a faceless Washington bureaucrat. No more 
“No Child Left Behind” dictates that teach 
20th-century lessons to 21st-century students. 
As with all of the tea party’s ideas, this one 
leaves you freer than you started out. 

The tea party movement is most closely 
associated with anger over bailouts, taxes, 
spending, and debt. But the financial problems 
our government faces are symptoms of the 
problems addressed earlier. Reducing the 
government’s onerous and unsustainable 
spending is both an objective and a consequence 
of the changes above. 

In 1949, federal spending equaled 14 percent 
of gross domestic product (GDP); in 2009, 
the government spent 25 percent of GDP, 
a 70 percent increase. According to the 
Congressional Budget Office, by 2019, the 
national debt will equal 90 percent of GDP, a 
tipping point associated with harmfully slower 
economic growth, according to economists 
Kenneth Rogoff and Carmen Reinhart. We 
aim to stop that. Outside of defense spending, 
the three largest items in the federal budget 

- Social Security, Medicare, and Medicaid 

- would be phased out unless proponents could 
muster support for a constitutional amendment. 
These extra-constitutional programs amount to 
massive Ponzi schemes that fall apart without 
significant population growth. I would propose 
phasing these programs out by age, with anyone 
at or near retirement receiving full benefits. 
We want to keep the previous generation’s 
promise to retirees, even if that promise was 
illegitimate. For you, this change means a 
more secure financial future, a better education 
for your kids, and more predictable retirement. 
Eventually, your federal tax burden would ease 
significantly. Reduced federal spending will 
reduce the annual budget deficits and allow 
us to begin paying down our nation’s massive 
debt. □
